sal laid before the senate foreign rela­ 
tions com mittee by Se cre ta ry of State 
B ry a n excited g reat interest and much 
approval. 
The prospects for the sue 
cess of the adm inistration's plan seem 
•d bright. 
The arrangem ent with Nic 
aragua Ir assured of strong Republi­ 
can support, including that of Senators 
Lodge and Root in the foreign rela­ 
tions committee. 
W ith the enthusias­ 
tic support of the president and his 
secretary of state it is considered al 
most certain that the plan will also re­ 
ceive the acquiescence of the Demo­ 
cra tic members. 
W h ile diplom atic and 
official W ashington w ere greatly inter­ 
ested in the im m ediate effect, of the 
B ryan proposal upon N icaragua, their 
attention was directed chiefly to the 
larg er aspect of the proposed treaty 
relations with this southern republic.

States by the single republic of N ic­ 
aragua will have a rem arkably calm 
log effect on the revo lutio nary move 
merits and political disturbances in all 
the other- countries of C entral Am er­ 
ica. 
The certainty of internal peace 
m this section will go far, it is heliev 
wd, toward m aintaining the stability 
o f Honduras and Salvad or, N icaragu a’s 
neighbors on the north. 
O f Costa Rica 
on the south there is little cause for 
anxiety. 
An im portant fact in the proposed 
arrangem ent is that not only will the 
peace and progress of N icaragua he 
assured. hut by the term s of the trea­ 
ty the United States w ill be able to 
exercise the upper hand on the G ulf of 
Fonseca. 
The waters of this gulf, on 
w hich the United States is ceded a 
naval base, wash the shores of Nic­ 
aragua and those of Sa lvad o r and Hon­ 
duras as well. 
In every disturbance 
in and between those three republics 
the w aters of the G u lf of Fonseca have 
carried many a revo lutio nary and fili­ 
bustering expedition. 
T he domination 
of the gulf, which is, by the way, the 
only good harbor between San Diego 
and South Am erica, will enable the 
United States effectively to put an end 
to such dem onstrations in that quar­ 
ter.
